NOVEMBER 1975 (PRELIMINARY) 


MAIN FEATURES 


In November 1975 an estimated 2,003,100 
persons aged 15 to 64 years who were not in the labour 
force were keeping house, retired or voluntarily idle. Of 
these: 


1,267,900 did not want to or need to work or 
believed that they should stay at home. 


453,600 were not looking for work because of their 
own ill health, physical disability or pregnancy. 


190,900 were not looking for work because of family 
considerations. 


33,800 were discouraged job-seekers (i.c., they 
wanted a job but were not looking for one because 
there were no suitable jobs in their locality , employers 
considered them too young or too old or they lacked 
the necessary schooling, experience, etc.). 


198,000 intended to look for work in the next twelve 
months and a further 121,300 stated that they might 
do so. 


38,600 had recently been looking for work but had 
not taken active steps in the survey week to find a 
job. 





EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Introduction 


In November 1975 a survey, based on the 
_ quarterly population survey, was conducted throughout 
Australia in order to obtain information about persons 
aged 15 to 64 years who were not in the labour force : 


in particular, their intentions regarding entering or 
re-entering the labour force, whether they had ever held’ 


a regular job and, if so, how long ago and for what 
reason they had left it, and their educational 
qualifications. 


2 This statement contains only a summary of the 
more important results of the survey. More detailed 
estimates, which will be published in a bulletin to be 
issued, as soon as possible, are available on request. The 
estimates shown are preliminary and are subject to 
revision. 


The population survey 


>. The survey is based on a multi-stage area sample 
of private dwellings (houses, flats, etc.) and non-private 
dwellings (hotels, motels, etc.), the information being 
obtained in February, May, August and November from 
the occupants of selected dwellings by carefully chosen 
and specially trained interviewers. Interviews are carried 
out during a period of four weeks, so that in each of the 
months to which the survey relates, there are four survey 
weeks, chosen so as to fall within the limits of the 
calendar month or with minimum encroachment into 
the adjacent months. 


4. . The survey normally covers about two-thirds of 
one per cent of the population of Australia, but because 
of special circumstances in November 1975 the sample 
size was reduced to one half of one per cent. 


Scope 


a. The survey estimates generally relate to all 
persons aged 15 years and over, except persons in 
institutions, members of the permanent armed forces 
and certain diplomatic personnel customarily excluded 
from census and estimated populations. Persons in 
institutions are those who were patients in hospitals and 
sanitoria, or inmates of goals, reformatories, etc., and for 
whom, for the purpose of the survey, the institution was 
regarded as their dwelling. The estimates in Tables 2 to 4 
relate only to persons aged 15 to 64 years. 


Definitions 


6. Definitions of employed, unemployed and not 
in the labour force used in this statement conform to 
those used in the quarterly population survey. Reference 
should be made to the November 1975 issue of the 
quarterly bulletin The Labour Force (Reference No. 
6.20). 


7. A regular job was defined as one which had 
lasted for two months or more and in which the person 
had worked at least an average of five hours a week. 


8. Persons included in the survey who were not 
looking for work were asked to give reasons why they 
were not doing so (to a maximum of three). Reasons 
were ranked in the order of priority shown in Table 2. 
Where more than one reason was given, only the higher 
or highest-ranked has been included in the estimates in 


Tables 2 and 3. 


Reliability of the estimates 


a Since the estimates in this statement are based 
on a sample, they may differ from the figures that would 
have been obtained from a complete census using the 
same questionnaires and procedures. One measure of the 
likely difference is given by the standard error, which 
indicates the extent to which an estimate might have 
varied by chance because only a sample, and not the 
whole population, was enumerated. Estimates with a 
standard error of more than about 20 per cent have not 
been shown as the degree of sampling variability would 
seriously detract from their value for most reasonable 
uses. Although in some cases figures for these small 


components can be derived by subtraction they should 
not be regarded as reliable. Because of the reduction in 
the size of the sample in November 1975, the standard 
errors are larger than usual. More information about this 
topic, together with a table of estimated standard errors, 
will be found in the November 1975 issue of the 
quarterly bulletin The Labour Force (Reference No. 

6.20). : 


Rounding 


10. Any discrepancies between totals and sums of 
components in tables are due to rounding.
